DIARY OF JOICE C. ANDERSON 


This diary begins January 1, 1865, Aunt Joice's nineteenth birthday. She was 

visiting in the Ridgeville-Burlington area of West Virginia where she had many 
pond relatives, but she seemed to make her headquarters with her great aunt, Elizabeth 
Cundiff Hull. This is the "Aunt Betsy" or "Aunt Hull" she mentions so frequently. 


Joice was born in (West) Virginia in 1846 and moved to Illinois circa 1856. 
She married Irving S. Anderson November 22, 1862, but he died August 31, 186}, 
at the age of twenty-six, following his discharge from the Union army, leaving 
her a widow at age eighteen. 


The Hulls operated an inn located in or near Ridgeville, on what is now High- 
way 50. There were no major battles (Civil War) in this area but there were a 
lot of skirmishes and little incidents and Aunt Joice refers to some of them and 
to some of the colorful guests at the inn. 


I have copied the diary just as it was written, including misspelled words 
and names, underlining words of which I wasn't sure. Some entries have faded so 
badly they are difficult to read and a few words are completely gone.

Here on the Alleghaney yet clear and very cold enjoying myself very well 


JAN. 17 
Snowing and blowing all day received a letter from MW wrote a letter to 
Fannie Fahs 


JAN. 18 
At the same old place yet cloudy all day very cold sitting by the fire at 
night enjoying myself very well 


JAN. 19 | 
At the stone house at night snowing wrote a letter to J F (or T) Hull 


JAN. 20 
Clear beautiful morning and not feeling very well at night wrote a letter to M W 


JAN. 21 
raining and sleeting today standing at the window looking for somebody but 
thinking they will not come read those verses 


JAN. 22 

On the mountain yet enjoying myself very well Whitty is here tonight received 

five letters today from the west one from Addie one from Lizzie one from Lucy 
one from Mary one from Uncle Jacob had a fox chase Whitty tryed to kill but 

failed in the attempt. 


JAN. 23 

Standing on the High Porch at Aunt Pools watching the snow fall It is snowing 
beautifully Whitty and I had a gay sleigh ride down the Alleghaney At Aunt 
Hull tonight received a letter from the west with no very cheering news had a 
gay time in the creek today 


JAN. 24 
At Aunt Hulls this morning cloudy and the snow flying feeling pretty near home- 
sick here still tonight discussing the war question feeling old gay you bet 


JAN. 25 
At Uperville yet feeling rather indisposed clear beautiful day but very cold at 
night not feeling very well yet: and thinking that I would like to see my mother 


JAN. 26 

At the same place yet very cold and cloudy went a sleigh riding in the after- 
noon had some adventures received a letter from mother very glad to hear from 
home at Mr. Harrison at Mr. Oats they were all well 


JAN. 27 gay 
Still here in the same old place wagon train camped hear tonight feeling pretty/ 
tonight had a long conversation with J D wrote two letters one to mother and 
one to lib 


JAN. 28 

At Uperville yet but wishing that Uncle David would come after me still cloudy 
and cold I would give two cents to see my favorite brother and have a good chat 
with him I think I could enjoy myself pretty well came very near getting mad 


JAN. 29 

At the same place I and Sallie went up to the turn to get sand afternoon went 
sledriding with Uncle Will went to Mr. E. Harrison had a gay time had a skat- 
ing party at night Whitty and I took a sleigh ride enjoyed myself very well you 
bet did not see any soldiers today. 


JAN. 30 

At Mr. A. Lillers Sallie and I enjoyed ourselves very well in the forenoon but 
not so well in the afternoon I and Sallie took a good cry at night at Aunt 
Hulls enjoying myself very well 


JAN. 31 

At Uperville this morning but leave there for Grandma Kabrick M W and I take a 
sleighride enjoyed ourselves gayly arrived at Grandma m find them all well 
sitting and talking to Aunt belle about the wedding Whitty drove a U. S. horse 
in the sleigh and a gay piece it was did not like to give out nor nothing I 
answered Uncle Jacob Hull letter. At night watching Uncle Will Kabrick bottom a 
chair. having a right peart chance of fun 


FEB. 1 

On dry run valley this morning feeling very much like I was sent for and could 
not go very cloudy this morning looks like it might rain put Whittys photo- 
graph in my album and fixed it so no one could see it but myself 


FEB. 2 

At the same place I and aunt belle is fixing to go visiting to Mrs. Vs arrive 
at Mrs V find her and family well standing on the porch viewing the country 
enjoying my visit very much at Burlington visited the graves of Grandfather and 
Aunt Mary Kabrick was in the church wrote three letters one to Lucy Fannie 
Addie 


FEB. 3 

At Mr. Rollings enjoying my visit very much had a quilting the folks found 
where the photograph was hid rather got you bet rainy sleety evening rather 
slippery coming home 


FEB. 4 

On Dry Run yet thinking that I would like to go to Uperville to see if there is 
any letters there for me evening oh so lonesome that I am allmost dead wishing 
that I was at Mrs. Harrisons 


FEB. 5 

At the same place fixing to go to church arrived at church heard Rev. Roderick 

preach took dinner with Mrs. Welch afternoon went to Uncle S. Oats had quite Sea | 
a good time homesick lonesome and wishing for somebody that there company would 

be agreeable Seen Jacob Oliver at Uncle Oats 


FEB. 6 
Went to visit Miss Calra H spent the day pleasantly got weighed at the mill 
I and Col had a long talk about the Prerrie home seen the scout go down 


FEB. 7 

On Mill Run yet spending the day at Mrs. E. Harrison there has a big snow fell _ 
today and it is snowing yet a fine sleighing snow stayed all night with Miss Col 
Harrison enjoyed myself very well 


FEB. 8 

Here on the run yet at Mr. E. Harrison Mr. Gardner talking incessently to me 
about Whitty wrote a letter to Miss Lizzie Long I and Mr. Gardner had a gay 
sleighride first we had a fine horse and a fine sleigh one line and one shaft 
had a gay time generaly at night went sleighing with Whitty 


FEB. 9 
At Uncle S. Oats all day fixing for a party had a party at night did not feel 
very well did not enjoy the party too well 


FEB. 10 

On mill run yet at S. Oats yet but fixing to visit Miss Bettie C. Arrive at 

Miss C C enjoying my visit tolerable well went to Mrs. E. Harrison in the after- 
noon spent the day very pleasantly stayed all night with Miss C. Harrison 


FEB. 11 
Spending the day with Clara H. had a scuffle with her about this book every 
time the dogs barks she expect to see Jacob or Whitty coming after me. at night 


Mr. Gardner tried to play off drunk but could not had considerable fun 


FEB. 12 
Here on Mill run yet with Miss Clara cold stormy snowy morning Whitty was down 
brought me a beautiful Valentine very cold all day 


FEB. 13 

On the run this morning but going to leave for Aunt Hulls Mr. Harrison takes me 
sleighriding arrive at Aunts went horseback riding to Mr. Lillers enjoyed my» 
self splendidly 


FEB. 14 
At Aunt Hulls all day not very well but enjoy myself tolerable well. At night 
standing on the porch listening to H. Tucker play the violin very nice music 


FEB. 15 
At Uperville yet snowing all day in the afternoon I and Sallie went sleighing 
with Mr. H. Linn and a gay time we had went to Mr. W. Harrison 


enjoyed ourselves fine 


FEB. 16 
At Aunt Hulls yet had a snowballing with J O H in the morning spent the rest of 
the day helping Aunt do the work received a letter from J P Hull

At Aunts yet this morning Aunt and Milly going to leave me and Sallie to keep

Here at Uperville yet Johnny was here all day Sallie and I enjoyed ourselves 
very well Afternoon Whit read a gay letter for us Whit says he has learnt a new 
tune feeling lonesome just at present I and aunt got supper for four soldiers. 


FEB. 20 
Here all day Aunt gone to visit the sick I and Sallie kept house Jenny bird 
sick likely to die at night she dies 


FEB. 21 
At Uperville yet this morn a large scout went down to try to recapture the two 
gen. Sallie and I buried the dead bird 


FEB. 22 
Here at Aunt Hull yet cloudy rainy day seen the Yankee scout go back did not 
recapture the gen. Sent for a package of envelopes 


FEB. 23 

Here at Aunt all day rainy cloudy day afternoon a lady and gent was here for 
dinner they were rebs received four letters from the west one from mother, 
bitty, Lib and Fannie very much rejoised to hear from home made Aunt a cap 


FEB. 24 

Here at Uperville yet seen my reb lady and gent Sallie and spent most of the day 
cleaning the house Johnny Sinclair and Harry Linn are here harry stole a paper 
for me we all had quite a chat a great deal of fun 


FEB. 25 

Here at Uperville yet rainy day in the afternoon Johnny Sinclair and Harry Linn 
here again Sallie and Johnny sitting on the lounge sparking We all had quite a 
talking time Jacob O and Harry Linn tried to keep us from talking 


FEB. 26 

Here at Aunt yet a beautiful Sabbath day Sallie Whittie and I was up on the 
mountain in the afternoon we went over on the pine point had a long walk got 
some pine burrs Whittie and I named them at night helped Sallie pail the cows 


FEB. 27 
Here at Aunt all day sewing on J O H pants several lady visitors here spent the 
day pleasantly at night had a chill Yankee scout here tonight 


FEB. 28 

Here at Aunt all day sewing on the pant all day Harry Linn here this evening 
Charly and Milly left here today to keep house Sallie and Whittie singing to 
entertain the folks very nice music

Here at Aunts yet Aunt gone from home Sallie and I doing the baking and churning 
two soldiers here for dinner and beauties they were cloudy gloomy looking day

Here at Aunt this morning fixing to go to Grandma Kabrick find them all well 
took dinner afternoon Sallie and I took a ramble on horse back had a gay time 
at Aunt Kates camp brought her home took supper with her had all the sugar we 
could eat enjoyed ourselves splendidly at night not very well

Here at Aunt yet this morning sitting on the porch wishing for aunt Ellen to come 
had visitors Mrs. Liller and Miss Harrison sewing on Whittie drawers, evening a 
large scout went down at night plagueing Sallie while she is:writing to Johnny

Here yet this evening been sitting upstairs all day sewing and talking to Whittie 
about going away Whit sitting here reading Addie letter

Here yet at Uperville and no Aunt Ellen yet very cloudy gloomy looking day after- 
noon Yankee scout here Harry Linn here a very heavy rain falling at night Sallie 
and I had quite a hearty laugh at C M expense

Here yet this evening and still no Aunt Ellen has apeared helped aunt get dinner 
for the Yankee officers sitting here on the porch alone wishing very much that I 
was at home visited Jenney grave Aunt, Sallie and I pleasant evening

Here at Aunt yet forenoon helping aunt bake Harry Linn here brought my shoes 
afternoon visited Miss A. Easton had quite a pleasant time. Whittie came down 
to walk home with Sallie and I

A beautiful Sabbath morning Aunt and I visited Mr. J. Ward had quite a pleasant 
time Mr. Ward preached me a small sermon at night came back to aunt feeling 
very tired at night Whittie and I had a short conversation on the big rock.

Here all day pieced a square for Miss A. Easton afternoon sitting out on the 
big rock eating walnuts Yankee scouts here for supper received a letter from 
Miss Lizzie Long received the package of envelopes 


MAR. 21 

Sallie Whittie and I here alone Aunt gone to the mountain after Aunt Ellen 
afternoon Johnny Sinclair and Harry Linn here at night Sallie and Johnny Whittie « 
and I sat up all night a gay time

Friday morning here at Uncle Tomys very cloudy morning my cough some worse 
take dinner at Mr. Welches in the afternoon start for Mr. Thrashes arrive 
there find the folks all well take supper there at night start for Grandpap 
run into a Yankee scout arrive at home find them all gay and oh I am so tired 
that I am allmost dead Taylor and I made an agreement to see each other four 
year from tonight if we are living

several visitors here tonight but I am not feeling very gay for I have just been 
looking at miniatures of old and dear friends some which my heart holds dear

Tuesday morning cloudy rainy time at Aunt Sallies going to visit Mr. F. Har- 
rison arrive there find them well take dinner with T. Harrison come back to 
Aunt Sallies at night took supper with D. E. Mott quite an exciting time with 
rebs and Yankees 


APR. 5 

Wednesday morning cloudy here at Aunt Sallies yet still having a gay time with 
James Perrill start for cousin MH arrive there find them all well take dinner 
with them evening sitting in the kitchen talking to girls at night coughing and 
feeling very unwell 


APR. 6 

Tuesday morning raining here at cousin Mary yet take dinner there start for 
Aunt Betsy very tiresome walk arrive there find them all well received a note 
from M W which cheered me very much 


APR. 7 

Friday morning at Uperville Feeling lonesome take dinner with aunt afternoon 
waiting for Sallie to finish a letter to Whittie so we can go on the mountain to 
hunt for liverworth to make cough medicine coughing constantly 


APR. 8 

Saterday morning here yet at Aunt going to crocha braid for Sallie take dinner 
with aunt afternoon start for Grandpa Welchs have a very fatigueing walk cough 
considerable arrive there find them all well 


APR. 9 
Sabbath morning here at Grandpa afternoon raining and hailing at night Nan and 
I have considerable fun wrote a letter to Fannie Love coughing still 


APR. 10 

Monday morning here at Grandpas still rainy morning sitting here listening to 
Grandpap play the violin here yet this afternoon as lonesome as I can be wish- 
ing for a letter from M W but wish in vain 


APR, 11 

Tuesday morning here still feeling weak and homesick very cloudy rainy morning 
afternoon out with Taylor shooting at a target with an enfield Grandpa gone to 
office come back but no letters from anyone oh how disappointed 


APR. 12 
Wednesday morning here yet cloudy still barking and not feeling very well 
wrote a letter to Lizzie received a letter from MW answered it also 


BPR. 13 
Thursday morning here still fixing to go to the doctor afternoon here still 
having a great time getting horses to go on our trip but get ready at last 


APR. 14 

Friday morning is beautiful Sadle our horses and start for the Allegany have 
quite talk to the pickets before they let me pass riding all day fatigued 
almost to death at night arrive the doctor write letter to M W 


APR. 15 
Saterday morning cloudy and rainy here at doctor K Start for home ride 
all day in the rain arrive at Aunt Hulls stay all night fatigued very much 


APR. 16 

Sabbath morning here at Aunt this morning fixing to go to Grandpa Welches 
arrive there find them all right side up afternoon have some what of a chat

Thursday Here at Aunt Hull just recovering from a severe spell of sickness the 
doctor visited me this evening still coughing

Friday morning cloudy here at Uperville yet feeling tolerable well afternoon 
still coughing was upstairs with Sallie 


MAY 20 

Saterday morning clearing up feeling tolerable well talking to R. Harrison 
afternoon Uncle James Kabrick arrives came after me and I am glad of it Johnny 
comes up

Sabbath morning .cloudy and rainy wrote a letter to M. W. afternoon feeling 
pretty well at night had a chat JOH 


MAY 22 
Monday morning cloudy here at Aunt yet and still coughing afternoon feeling 


gay at night a gay wedding party here they hard looking set JOH had a gay 
time with them Grandpa Welch here

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SILVESTER WELCH 

Silvester WELCH (1 Oct 1729--1809) was the son of Silvester (14 Nov 1696-- 
11 Feb 1754) and Anne SPRUCE WELCH. Silvester (the younger) married Jemima ? . 

His will, dated 30 Sep 1800, gave his residence as Hampshire county, 
Virginia, but I don't know when he came to Hampshire county or if he came from 
Northumberland or Fauquier county. 

Silvester died in 1809. Jemima was listed in both the 1810 and 1820 
censuses but I have found no trace of her after that.

Isaac WELCH (1754--10 Dec 1836), son of Silvester and Jamima WELCH, married 
Nancy AYRES (1762--_ 7). Some family records I have seen have listed her sur- 
name as HATR or HAYMAKER. D. A. R. records give AYRES. 

Isaac served three years in the Continental army during the Revolutionary 
War, enlisting in the 10th Virginia Regiment at the Fauquier county court house on 
the 27th of January 1776. He took part in the battles of Brandywine, Germantown, 
Monmouth and Stony Point. Also, his name is on the list of soldiers encamped at 
Valley Forge the winter of 1777-78. 

In 1796 he bought land in Hampshire county from taeey Hill. There is no will 
but there is an appraisal of his estate and a sale bill on record at the court 


house at Romney.

Sheriff Isaac Hull 1731 , of Sussex County, N. J., son of Judge 
Joseph and Susanna Stelle Hull, was married November 25, 1751, to Anne Dunham 
1734 , daughter of John Dunham and his wife Mercy Drake, daughter of 
Joseph Drake and his wife Ann Pyatt, Joseph being the son of Rev. John Drake. 

John Dunham was the son of Benajiah Dunham and his wife Dorothy Martin. 

Benajiah Dunham was the son of Rev. Edward and Mary (Bonham) Dunham; 

Rev. Edward was the son of Capt. Benajiah Dunham, who was the son of John Dunham 
of Plymouth. The Mayflower lineage comes through Mary Bonham, daughter of 
Nicholas Bonham and his wife Hannah Fuller, who was the daughter of Samuel Fuller 
and his wife Jane Lathrop, daughter of Rev. John Lathrop who with Edward Fuller, 
the father of Samuel Fuller came over in the Mayflower. 

Sheriff Isaac Hull received as a marriage gift from his father an improved 
" farm in the township of Newton. He first appears in the Newton Court records 
in 1754 as a member of a jury, and among the freeholders for "Old New Tow," 
from 1757 to 1763. He was appointed High Sheriff before 1760 and had charge of 
"Log Jail." From 1756 to 1763 he was Overseer of the poor. 

In 1765 he signed a document we “Isaac Hull of Newton, surveyor of road in 
Hardwick." In the Revolution he served as Quartermaster in Sussex County Troop 
and commissioned as a lst. Lieutenant in Capt. Archibald Dannas's Company, 

Col. Spencer's Regiment of Infantry, Continental Army, February 17, 1777. He 
died after 1808.
